I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  and  Housing 
Conditions  for  1946, 


The  general  health  of  the  District  was 
most  satisfactory.  Excluding  Tuberculosis,  there  was  not  a  single 
case  of  infectious  disease  notified  in  Withernsea. 

The  population  is  estimated  by  tho  Registrar 
General  as  4426,  an  increase  of  l6o  compared  with  the  estimate  for 
1945  but  620  loss  than  1944.  This  fluctuation  may  continue  as  war 
evacuees  return  to  their  original  residences,  and  as  housing  facilities 
improve  in  Hull, 


The  Birth-rate  of  23.27  adjusted  for 
inward  and  outward  transfers,  shows  the  substantial  increase  of 
10.14  por  1000  people  compared  with  last  year.  The  illegitimate 
rate  increased  to  207,  Both  of  those  rates  are  all  time  records 
for  Withernsea,

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MATERIAL  and  SOCIAL  CelTDITI^FS ,  These  remain  essentially  the  same  as 
during  the  previous  years.  The  Urban  District  of  882  acres  is  a  flat 
seaside  resort  with  no  natural  aids  to  beauty  such  as  possessed  by 
Scarborough  and  other  Forth  East  Coast  resorts.  It  does , however , 
possess  a  good  clean  sandy  beach,  invigorating  clean  air  and  a  low 
rainfall  -  a  childrens  holiday  paradise.  It  maintains  a  population 
of  about  50  0  who  are  mainly  attracted  by  the  climatic  conditions 
q±  the  seaside  and  very  many  work  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Full 
The. normal  resident  population  contains  a  large  number  of  older  and 
retired  people,  a  factor  which  affects  our  birth  and  death  rate 
considerably ,  usually  lowering  the  first  and  raising  the  second. 

The  chief  local  industries  are  joinery  and  building  contractors, 
a  bakery  and  a  gas-works,

Cur  district  was 
singularly  free  from  infectious  disease.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Typhoid , Paratyphoid , Diphtheria  or  Smallpox,  and  no  deaths  from  any 
infectious  disease,  save  Tuberculosis,  There  were, however ,two cSeaths 
from  Penumonia  notified  and  eight  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis.
